During the forenoon the President and Mrs. Roosevelt went for a long 


ride. 


A family dinner was given at the White House in the day. Among the

Detective Lynch, who 
investigated the shooting and arrested 
the boy who did it, although it happened

Rece'ntly the father of young, .Dorffel 
purchased 
the 
house known 
as • the 
"Old Mlddleton place," situated at Twen- 
ty-third avenue and East Twenty-scv 
enth street, and put his son In chaige 
of It as caretaker, going himself to Se- 
attle, where he had business Interests. 
The boy. 'William, lived at the Oakland 
place, boarding himself and superintend- 
ing the work of the gardener employed 
there and paying 
his 
weekly wage 
Tills morning the gardener, O. H. Ras- 
mussen. who lives at 1014 East Thir- 
teenth street, came to work, as usual. 
Shortly afterward hla little son. George, 
also but 12 years of age-, came running 
over to ask his father for some mone\ 
with which to buy bread, and with him 
he brought ths> Brearm that later did 
the damage. George Rasmussen handed 
the gun to William Dorffel to look at. 
and did net caution him that it was 
loaded. 
Dorffel began to practice with 
It and raised the hammer and pulled 
the trigger, and as ho did so there was 
a flash, a report and a scream, and little' 
Chrysrtal Anderson fell bleeding to the 
•walk with a bullet In hla brain. He had 
followed George Rasmussen, whom he 
was visiting, when George started for 
tho money with which to buy bread, and 
had not appeared upon the scene at all 
until just In time to receive the bullet 
that sped from the gun in the hands 
of young Dorffel. 
Dr. W. M. Beckwith. who- was sum- 
moned, rendered first aid a.nd had the 
boy removed to the hospital, where he 
"hovered on the border line between life 
anci death until last evening, when he died 
"William Dorffel was placed under nr-' 
rest by Detective Lynch and was held 
at the City Prison until the Sheriff could 
be communicated with, when

turned over to Sheriff Barnet. by whom 
he will be held until

charged with the killing of Chrystal An- 
dersen. 
Dorfell was released by Sheriff Barnett 
last night, who satisfied himself that the 
Shooting was accidental.

FORMER U. S, SENATOR MAY NOT 


RECOVER FROM HIS 


INJURIES.

States Senator Thomas R. Bard was 
so badly Injured in a runaway acci- 
dent Saturday afternoon that his con- 
dition is considered serious. Whatever 
may be the ultimate outcome, it Is cer- 
tain that he will be confined to his bed 
for two months or more and he may 
never again be able to .walk without 
crutches.

Accompanied by his daughter, Anna, 


Mr. Bard left his home at Hueneme 
Saturday morning' for Oxnard, intend- 
ing to take a train for Los Angeles tr 
meet 
other members of his family. 


With them he Intended to leave for 
San Francisco on the Owl, there to 
spend Christmas with friends. 
His 


coachman was driving a pair of spirit- 
ed horses.. About two miles from his 
home at a road crossing, a gang ot 
men was working on a sewer ditch and 
as Mr. Bard was passing one of the 
workmen threw a shovel full1 of earth 
out of the trench, not knowing that the 
team was passing. 
The horses took 


fright and dashed 
down .the 
road, 


striking a rut, the buggy was almost 
overturned and 
the 
occupants were 


thrown out. The former Senator was 
thrown into the open ditch. His daugh- 
ter struck on the loose dirt at the side 
of the ditch and escaped Injury. 
The 


coachman managed to keep his seat 
and control the team. 


When assistance 
reached them Mr. 


Bard was in such pain that he could 
hardly talk, but he managed to direct 
those about him how to move him. He 
ordered his coachman to drive with all 
possible speed to Oxnard and summon 
physicians. A cold wind was blowing 
off the .ocean and his daughter wrapped 
her heavy cloak about her suffering 
father despite his protests. He was laid 
upon the ground with 
the 
carriage 


robes and workmen's coats under him 
and made as comfortable as possible 
until the arrival of the' physicians and 
was then taken home.

TSie doctors found that he had sus- 


tained a dislocation and a fracture of 
the left 
hip, a ' combination which 


makes both doubly serious. The phy- 
sicians decided to summon .assistance 
and Dr. Lobinger of Los Angeles was 
summoned. He arrived tonight with 
two assistants. It was found necessary 
to administer an anesthetic before even 
an examination of the' Injured hip 
could be mado. An operation will be 
necessary to reduce the fracture and 
at the same time replace the hip joint 
properly in its socket.

The consul describes 
the kind of furniture made and sold in 
France, and is confident that If Ameri- 
can manufacturers would make a per- 
sistent effort furniture of the classes 
described by him would find a good 
market Consul Goldschmldt writes: 


"Nearly 
all kinds of furniture are 


manufactured at Nantes, all being of 
g-ood quality and excellent workman- 
ship, yet there are two reasons why, 
In my opinion, certain kinds ot Ameri- 
can 
furniture 
might be sold here: 
First, the high cost of everything In 
that line; second, the lack of comfort 
to be derived In the use of fm-nlturo 
made here. The cost of furniture is 
nigh, because nearly 
everything- 
Is 


handmade. Labor in connection with 
its manufacture la slow, because ev- 
erything 
Is 
done by hand—sawing, 
planing, 
carving; 
etc,—and conse- 
auently comparatively small amounts 
are, turned out Another reason is the 
high (prices of the'woods entering into 
the. manufacture. 
. 
i 


The French cabinetmaker Is an ar- j 
tist In his line, and will produce beau- 
tifully wrought work. However, he is 
hampered by tradition 
or 
demand, 


which require certain 'styles. 
Conse- 
quently he will reproduce, year after 
year, the same styles which his fore- 
fathers have made for centuries. Louis 
XV, Louis XVI, Empire, Kenaissance, 
Henry n, and a few others are the 
styles in general demand. 


The French manufacturer has never' 
educated his purchasers' into the line 
of "comfort" In furniture, and'the de- 
mand consequently Is generally for 
tho above classic styles. 
For some' 


few years past Innovations have been 
made, and certain styles 
commonly 
called "Art Nouveau" have been made ', 
and placed on sale. Some of these are 
beautiful, 
others are monstrosities, 
and although for a few years there 
has 'been considerable selling of this 
"Art Nouveau" there Is again a ten- 
dency to return to the old styles. One 
of the reasons for this Is the lack of, 
comfort in the use of such furniture.} 
Taking these facts into consideration, I 
I think an excellent market can be 
worked up here for certain kinds of 
American furniture. 


DESIRABLE GRADES. 


This, however, would require ihtelli- i 
gent efforts on, the part of our manu- 
facturers or exporters, as it would be 
necessary to show the 
advantages, 
which 
American 
furniture 
offers. 
Salesmen would have to be employed 
who 
could explain its merits to the 
trade, and displays of it would have 
to be made in show rooms In the iarge- 
er 
centers. 
The cneaper grades of 
oak and ash furniture of all kinds 
would probably be sold; to a certain 
class -of 
customers:—bedroom sets, 
chairs, armchairs, rockers, hall trees, 
eta In dining-room furniture, nearly 
everything to be found here Is heavy, 
massive, and generally lacks tlje neat- 
ness and elegance of American dining- 
room furniture, while the prices are 
considerably higher. In * dining-room 
furniture there ought to be 'a-chahce 
for.us also. What.I consider as par- 
ticularly lacking here are the com- 
fortable armchairs and roipklng-chairs 
found,in nearly every American home, 
and-for these there'is a good market 
here. If an Intelligent effort be made 
to Introduce them. One may find a 
few bentr wood rockers of'either Aus- 
trian or German make in the local 
stores, but they are far from being 
comfortable. 


Office furniture of American make 
' Is already soldJiere to a certain ex- 
tent, but much more of this could oe 
sold if It was to be found generally' 
in the local furniture stores. Outside 
of Paris very little office furniture IB 
found on sale.

and discordant, and often till they were disgustingly intoxicated. 
Idlers and tavern loafers joined the carolling parties merely to ,get 
their'fill of meat and drink—principally drink—till the discredit of 
their company and their manners served to drive away decency and 
self-respect and bring a noble custom, elevated in purpose and in- 
censely humanizing in irs influence, into general disrepute 
Happily,

EVENTS OF TODAY 


BOXING BOOM 


IN NEW YORK 


NSIW YORK, Dec. 25.—A great box- 


Ing boom has struck New York, and It 
seems as If it had come to stay. In 
spite of the repealing of the Horton 
law and the failure of the last Legis- 
lature to pass the Frawley bill, 
the 


sport Is in almost as nourishing a con- 
dition In this city as ever before. A 
conservative estimate of the boxing 
clubs already in existence here would 
place the number at about one hun- 
dred, and new ones are springing up 
•with remarkable rapidity and regu- 
larity. 
Fighters from all the cities in the 
: East are^jelng attracted by the lode- 
stone of New York's three-round "ex- 
hibitionists," and the result Is that 
New Yorkers'may take their pick of 
half a dozen clubs any night In th« 
•weak and be assured of a good night's 
entertainment. 


PRIVATE CLUBS. 


Of course, the boxing is restricted to 


i.; private clubs, and only members and 
I-' guests are permitted by law to wit- 
• ness the bouts, but It is a very simple 
matter to become a member, and this 


• is done by each and every person be- 


fore ho Is allowed to enter the hall in 
which the ring is pitched. 
The law forbids the charging of ad- 


mission to see the bouts, but the club 
managers get over this difficulty by 
charging an initiation fee and giving 
the newly made "member" an applica- 
tion blank to sign and exchange for a 
ticket which entitles him to member- 
ship In the club for the night the box- 
ing exhibitions are to be held. 
The 
ticket Is collected at the door, and 
everybody who passes through is a 
member. 


WITHIN THE LAW. 


Several police captains, who thought 
that the law was being violated made 
arrests in their 
resective precincts, 


taking the managers of the clubs and j 
the fighters who were in the ring at 1 
the time the arrests were made. In | 
each of these cases 
the 
succeeding; 
bouts went on without interruption, 
and there was little if any stir or ex- 
citement caused by the appearance of 
the police. 
Nearly all of the magistrates before 


whom the arrested fighters and pro- 
moters were arraigned decided that 
the 
three-round 
bouts such as the 


clubs were holding were legal. Two or 
three cases are still pending, but as 
other cases have all ended in the dis- 
charge of the men, the local boxing 
club managers are not v;orrled. 


PRICES PAID. 


The participants in the bouts are not 


supposed to receive any monetary con- 
sideration for their exhibitions, but 
this matter Is settled between them 
and the manager of the club before 


• they appear in the ring. 
The prices 
paid to the fighters for their services 
range from two dollars to flfty, ac- 
cording to the standing of the fighter 
and the club before which he appears. 


The average price paid for ordinar- 


ily good men is ten dollars. 
Some of 
the clubs started a system of splitting 
certain sums between the fighters, the 


!"• loser getting the short end, but this 
^ has practically been abolished, on ac- 


count of the risk. That there Is money 
in the game here is evidenced by the 
fact that men who are top-notchers in 
their class are only .too glad to go 
three rounds before any of the clubs 
that are holding "stags." 


INVASION OF FIGHTERS. 


Young Corbett, Willie Lewis,

hibitions as long as they can gather 
in the dollars.

JOCKEY FRED TARAL IS 


AFtER NEW REPUTATION 


Fred Tarol, one- of the greatest riders 


of his day in this or any other country, 
is anything but a back number. He is 
spending his winter holidays In New 
York, and whon 
interviewed 
recently 


stated that " he anticipates making the 
greatest reputation during the coming 
season ever achieved by an;" jockey in 
Europe." 


His services have again been retained 


by Anton de Pechy and Baron Utchritz, 
a. partnership of owners who preside over 
the most Important string ot racehorses 
on the German turf. They ha.ve as train- 
er H. Milne, an Englishman, brad up to 
the business, and one of the most cap- 


able of his profession. 
With an excep- 


tional number of good horses In. their 
string, Milne to train, Taral 
to 
ride, 


Taral's prophesy that they v/ill make a 
European record next season looks more 
' than likely of fulfillment. 
Baron Sprin- 


ger has second call on his services, and 
since he, too, also owns a choice string, 
there- Is little doubt that the "Dutchman.'1 
will nnd himself at the head of the list 
of winning jockeys once again next year. 


It is only a few years since when Taral 


was looked upon as the leading light in 
his profession among our own jockeys. 
Increasing weight told its tale and Tara! 
was forced to seek fresh pastures In or- 
der to command the riding which his 
skill descrvesd. He had commenced his 
career In this country in 1882, when only 
15 years of age, and was first Introduced 


to the public's notice by the late Lew 
Elmore. In one season hs rode the wlnr 
ners of all three of the most Important 
handicaps, the Brooklyn, the Suburban 
and the Metropolitan, a feat never accom- 
plished by any other rider before or since. 
His win of the Suburban on Rampo was 
especially memorable. In Austria he has 
won every race of noto with the excep- 
tion of the Austrian Derby. At the pres- 
ent time he weighs 144 pounds, but ha 
trains hard In the season and names his 
riding weight at ll-t pounds. His con- 
tract only calls for 126 pounds, so that 
he has no difficulty in keeping this. He 
was born In 1867, to is now 38 years of 
age. 


Xaral has always been a home boy, and 


has taken care of his large earnings so 
that he Is now a rich man. His present 
contract calls for 510,000 a year, with all 
traveling expenses and incidentals in ad- 
dition.

been made in real estate and he owns 
consederable property in Mount Vernon, 
also has a handsome- and beautifully fur- 
nished house in which he lives.

And this has all 
been brought about .in the last twenty- 
five years by combinations and con- 
spiracies called trusts, forced by

special legislation and nurtured by pa 
litical favoritism. If these conditions 
obtain In the next century, I predict 
that less than five thousand' persons 
will control more than three-quarters 
of the wealth of this country.
